It was known that Mayor 
had a hard fight beforo him in the 
West End, but provided that there 
was a straight issue between the two 
candidates it was confidently believed 
that he would be returned.

Mines Charged With 1,000,000 Pounds Of High Explosives. 


In one of the most elaborately planned and daringly executed 
manoeuvres of the war, Sir Douglas Haig’s forces have dealt a mighty 


blow against the German line in 


Belgium and been rewarded with 


notable gains in terrain and the capture of more than 6,000 prisoners 


and numerous guns of various calibre.

Nine Mile Front 
Over a front of more than nine miles extending from the region 
of Ypres southward nearly to Armentieres, the British started their 
drive in the early hours of Thursday morning. At nightfall they had 


everywhere advanced their line, capturing villages and 


numerous 


points of vantage, among the latter the Messines-Wytschaete Ridge, 
which commands the surrounding plains for miles and which for 
two and a half years has been a troublesome salient. The villages of 
Messines and Wytschaete fell into the hands of the British during 


‘he attack. 


The assaulting forees even pressed on eastward from 


Wytschaete and occupied the village of Oosttaverne and trenches 
cast of the village on a front. of more than five miles. 
Terrific Explosions 
Probably never in history was an attack launched with greater 
oreparation. For days the Wytschaete salient had been the objective 


of the British guns which had hurled tons of steel upon it. 


When 


the time of the attack came the British loosed mines containing 1,000,- 
000 pounds of high explosives in front of the German positions, the 
detonations being heard 130 niles away in England, 
English, Irish, Ansacs 

With consternation reigning among the Germans, and a curtain 
of fire, English, Irish, New Zealand and Australian infantrymen, with 
‘*tanks’’ to aid them, started across the open. The Germans offered 
only slight resistance and everywhere were beaten off.. Even late in 
the afternoon, when they had somewhat regained their composure 
and attempted a counter attack towards the southern end of thé line 
this was broken by the British artillery fire. 

Except for a German attack against the French northwest of 
St. Quentin, which the French troops repulsed, quiet prevailed every- 
where on the French front Thursday, except along the Chemin des 
Dames, where the artillery activity was violent,

of ground to look at from below. At 
its greatest height it rises barely 70 
metres above sea level, The sur- 
rounding country is so low and flat, 
however, that Messines had an obser- 
vation value practically incalculable. 
It was a position which dominated 
the northern half of the British line 
in the west and no operations of a 
large character could be planned 
without its possession, 

Seventy metres is not a great height, 
but when you have been sitting at 
20 and 80 metres, with the enemy 
enemy looking down at you and pour- 
ing shot and shell incessantly about 
you, possession of the higher ground 
means a victory of supreme import- 
ance, 

Gas, Flame, Molten Metal 

The attack was accompanied by all 
the arts and deviltries of latter day 
war. The enemy guns and gun crews 
had been bathed for days in gas shells 
sent over by long range British guns., 
The night was filled with red incen- 
diary flame. Shells that = spurted 
molten metal in surging streams of 
golden rain crashed in appalling 
numbers about the heads of the de- 
fending soldiers, High explosive and 
shrapnel fire was carried out with 
such rapidity that the very earth 
writhed under the force of the at- 
tack. 

Hill Siaty Blown Up 


Mines that had taken two years to 
dig and fill with an overwhelming ex- 
plosion brought into an avalanche of 
flaming destruction in the half light 
of dawn, This was indeed a Ypres 
day of retaillation and victory for the 
vicious sufferings of two years and 
eight months. 

Hill 60, of evil renown, always the 
nearest menace to Ypres, went up 
with other strong points under the 
impulse of hundreds and hundreas of 
tons of a secret explosive compound. 
The mining plans had been so great 
and so carefully made that tho British 
knew that if they did not affect the 
strategy of the situation they would 
at least materially change the geog: 
raphy. However, both strategically 
and geographically the assaults were 
victorious,

“Our operations south of Ypres 
have been continued methodically 
throughout the day and have been at- 
tended by complete success, 

“The Messines-Wytschaete Ridge, 
which for over two and a half years 
had dominated our positions in the 
Ypres salient, was stormed by our 
troops this morning. In thls attack 
we captured the villages of Messines 
and Wytechaete and the enemy's de- 
fense systems, including many strong. 
ly organized woods and defended lo- 
ed localities, on a front of over nine 


miles, from south of La Douve Brook 
to north of Mont Sorrel. 

“Later in the day our troops again 
moved forward in accordance’ with 
the planned operation and carried the 
village of Oostaverne and the enemy's 
rearward defense system east of the 
village on a front of over five miles, 

“In the course of this advance a 
counter attack against the southern 
portion of our new positions was 
completely broken up by our artillery 
fire, 

“The enemy's casualties in today's 
fighting were heavy. In addition to 
his other losses, up to 4:30 in the af- 
ternoon, over 6,000 German prisoners 
passed through the collecting  sta- 
tions. Others are still to be brought 
in, We also captured a number of 
guns, many trench mortars and ma- 
chine guns, which have not yet been 
counted, 

“There was again great activity in 
the air yesterday, with many fights, 
Five hostile formations, one of which 
consisted of over thirty machines, 
were attacked and = dispersed with 
heavy casualties. In the course of 
the fighting nine German airplanes 
were brought down, At least nine 
others were driven down out of con- 
trol. Six of our airplanes are miss- 


ing.”

PARIS, Juno 7.-—-The official state+ 
ment issued by the war office tonight 
reads: 

“The artillery action was quite vie 
olent during the day on Chemin-des- 
Dames, especially in the region south 
of Filain.

THEN DISAPPEARS 


—_—— 


German Sub is Scared Away By 
American Destroyer Off 
Ireland 


An Atlantic Port, June 7—An Am- 
erican destroyer, on patrol off the 
coast of Ireland, recently came upon 
a German submarine shelling the life- 
boats of a ship it had sunk, accord- 
ing to survivors of the submarined 
vessels reaching here today aboard an 
American liner. The submarine dis- 
appeared before the destroyer could 
get a shot at her and the American 
war vessel then rescued 20 survivors 
of two ships that had been sent down 


within sight of each other, taking 
them to a British port, 
The two ships were the Russian 


barque Lynton, from Pensacola, and 
the Norwegian barque Madura, from 
Mobile, to British ports. 

The Lynton was sent down first 
with no loss of life, Immediately af- 
ter, the Madura was sunk. Survivors 
of the Lynton arriving here said the 
submarine shelled the lifeboats of 
the Madura, killing two persons and 
wounding seven, until the American 
destroyer came up, when the Germans 
subinerged,

AUSTRIANS MAKE. 
SUPREME EFFORT 
TO RETRIEVE 
LOST FORTUNES 


Although Losses Against Italians 
85,000, Austrians Come Back 
With Frenzied Gallantry—As- 
saults, However, Fail. 


With the TItallans on the Carso, 
Juno 5, via London, June 7—The Aus- 
trians, beaten everywhere, with losses 
standing at a conservative estimate of 
85,000, have come back at us with a 
lespairing and frenzied gallantry, and 
they are fighting so much better than 
during tho offensive that overcrowded 
the prisoners camp that one has the 
impression that the uncomfortable 
fact of defeat and disgrace has taken 
this length of time to filter through 


General Boroevie’s skull to his brain. 
Udine, June 6, via Paris, June 7— 


The Austrian advance on the whole 
Carso front shows that the enemy 
command, after repeated attacks in 


the Vodiee zone, thought it necessary 
to make a supreme effort on his left 
wing, where every Italian gain con- 
stitutes a double threat on Liabach 
and Trieste. Gen, Borzevio's assaults 
failed entirely before the determined 
resistance of the Italian troops, who 
even made a further advance be- 
tween Castaghavizza and Voicizza, the 
tract dominating the Brestovizza road, 
threatening the Hermada stronghold. 

The modification of the line in the 
centre, south of Jamiano, {s due to 
the fact that the Austrian artillery on 
Hermada could still sweep the front 
of new Italian positions. The whole 
situation is practically unchanged and 
the Austrian positions are still closely 
pressed and menaced by gains made 
by the Italians in their last advance, 

London, June 7-——The capture of 
more than 10,000 Italians In three days 
is claimed in the Austrian official 
statement issued on Wednesday. The 
statement says: 

“According to preliminary reports 
the prisoners in the last three days 
have been increased to 256 officers, 
including four staff officers, and 10,- 
000 men, Some Italian regiments fell 
into our hands unwounded, with 
nearly the whole of their effectives. 
For instance, the 86th regiment with 
856 men, the 16th regiment with 1,- 
923 men, and the 71st with 1,831 men, 
The brigades of Verona, Syracuse, 
Fuglia and Ancona, in whose ranks 
those units fought, were annihilated. 
In @ tunnel near San Glovannl a large 


field hospital was captured. The 
battlefield is covered with Italian 
corpses,”

Mr. Lloyd George joined heartily 
in the singing of “My Country, 'Tis of 
Thee" at the luncheon of the Amer- 
{ean Luncheon Club, It was not diffi- 
cult for him to do so, for the tune is 
that of our own National Anthem. It 
is also that of the Prussian national 
anthem, and this fact was responsible 
for a laughable contretemps at Pots- 
dam some years before the war broke 
out. Sir Frank Lascelles, then British 
Ainbassador to Germany, was invited 
to lunch with the Kaiser at the palace 
on King Edward's birthday in 1904, 
and His Majesty gave orders that 
when his guest left the band was to 
play “God Save the King” so long as 
His Excellency’s carriage remained in 
sight.

Laurier Cannot Accept Terms; 
Correspondence Is Given Out 


Premier’s Proposals Included Parliament be Dissolved and Coalition 
Seek Mandate, After Passing, But Before Enforcement of Mili- 
tary Service Bill — Liberal Leader Says, When Conscription 
Adopted by People, He Would Urge Obedience to Law. 


Ottawa, June 7.—The following cor- 
respondence between Sir Robert Bor- 
den and Sir Wilfrid Laurier explan- 
atory of the failure of the negotia- 
tions for a coalition government was 
given out this morning by arrange; 
ment between the two party leaders: 

Ottawa, Ont, June 7. 
“To Dear Sir Robert Borden 

“On the 28th of May you asked me 
to meet you on the following day, 
which I did. After explaining fully 
the conditions of the war in the light 
of knowledge acquired during your 
recent visit to Great Britain, you stat- 
ed the reasons which had led you 
to the conclusion that compulsory 
service Was necessary, and you ex- 
plained to me the provisions of the 
inilitary service bill. 

“You then proposed the formation 
of a coalition government upon the 
basis that, outside of the prime mints- 
ter, each of the two political parties 
should have an equal representation 
In the cabinet and you emphasized 
the importance of avolding, if possi- 
ble jan election during the war. 

“T told you at once that if my eco 
operation was desired, TI regretted 
that I had not been invited before 
you had announced a policy of com- 
pulsory service, as I dreaded very 
serious difficulties if a conscription 
law was passed by the present parlia- 
ment. You rejoined that you had 
thought it preferable to Invite me 
after the policy had been enunciated 
rather than before. 

Premicr’s Proposals, 

“At an interview which took place 
on Tuesday, the 29th of May, you 
suggested to me that vou thought It 
necessary to hold a caucus of your 
supportere, but desired to consult me 
before doing so. 1 suggested to you 
that to hold a caucus pending nego- 
tiations would not likely tend toward 
the objects to be attained. At the 
same timo I suggested that, as TI 
wanted to consult particularly Sir 
Lomer Gouln and some other friends, 
I would like to have a clear statement 
in writing of your proposal, which 
you formulated as follows: 

“That a coalition government 
should be formed. 


“'That the military service bil) 
should be passed. 

“That a pledge should he given 
not to enforce it until after a general 
election, 

“'That parilament should be dis- 
solved and the coalition government 


should seek a mandate from the peo- 
ple.’ 

“At the conference on Friday, the 
first of June, and again on Monday, 
the 4th, the possible personnel of a 
coalition government was considered, 
Some insuperable difficulties in that 
personnel were anticipated and the 
subject was not concluded. On Wed- 
nesday the 6th of June, the final con- 
ference took place ,at whith I an- 
swered that I had not seen my way 
clear to join the government on the 
terms proposed. I asked you at the 
same time If conscription was the 
only basis, to which you replied in the 
iffirmative, 

“At this and nrevious interviews I 
always stated to you that whenever 
conscription was adopted, after a con- 
sultation of the people, I would cer- 


tainly urge in every 
obedience to the law. 

“Belleve me, yours very sincerely, 

“(Sed) SIR WILFRID LAURIER,”

Ottawa, June 7.--The Conservatives 
met in caucus in the railway commit- 
teo room of the House of Commons 
this morning, Sir Robert Borden ar- 
rived at 10 o'clock and was loudly 
cheered, The prime minister read

BUMPER CROP READ REPORT 


Bulletin’s Own Oorrespondents Tell Of Conditions In Various Sections 
Of The Province—Seeding Finished, Rapid Growth, Larger 


Acreage, and a General Outlook 


at Forecasts 


Satisfactory Harvest. 


Seeding finished, rapid growth, larg- 
or acreage, and prospect for a bumper 
crop are the happy notes continued in 
the recent songs of seeding coming 
from The Bulletin'’s own correspond- 
ents and those of the country news- 
‘papers in the extensive agricultural 
empire round about Edmonton, The 
anthem of the food producers has as 
yet no discordant notes. 


From Our Own Reporters, 

The following crop reports are from 
The Bulletin's own correspondents 
and give the optomistic viewpoint of 
the farmers on the spot. 

At Sunnyside, to the north of the 
city, Mr. Wm, Hodgins expects to fin- 
ish seeding by Juno 9th. Mr. White- 
head, manager of the Onward Stock 
Farm, who has made excellent prog- 
ress since starting seeding, expects 
to have one hundred and eighty-five 
acres of oats and barley in by the 
end of next week. Mr. Roy Mellick 
also expects to finish seeding by 
June 9th. The Jeffery brothers have 
made rapid progress and will have 
330 acres in crop by the end of the 
week, while Lawrence Rye’s extensive 
farm by the roadside begins to look 
extraordinarily well. In fact, the 
rate the soil has been turned over 
amazes not only the onlooker, but the 
farmer himself. Tt is generally 
thought that by June $th the Sunny- 
side farmers will lave finished the 
most of the work, and be gently 
grumbling for a little more rain. 

At Tac Ste. Anne, to the weat of the 
city, the seeding has been delayed by 
rain. 

At Cher Hi}l seeding has been de- 
Jayed on account of the many heavy 
rains in the last fow weeks. If pre- 
sent fine weather continues it will 
only be a matter of a week or ten 
days and all seed will be In. 

At Lunnford, to the northwest of 
city, oats and bariey are all sown. 
Most of the oats are up and barley is 
coming up. Seeding for green feed 
has started, Tho increase in young 
pigs has been good, 

At Mosside, to the northwost of the 
clty, much of the land ts now seeded, 
und the gardens aro all planted. The 
rain is causing good growth to the 
wheat and early sown fields. 

At Glenreagh, to the northwest of 
the city, the farmers have mostly 
completed seeding with the exception 
of green feed. Oats are coming up 
nicely and ground fs {n good condition, 
but owing to the cold weather, are not

FRANCE’S AING 
DEFINED BY 
PREMIER AIBOT 


Restitution of Alsace-Lorraine 
and Reparation For Invaded 
Territory Are Chief 


Parts, June 7.—Premier Ribot de- 
fined in the senate yesterday France's 
war aims in the same general sense 
as he defined them in the chamber 
Monday—restitution of Alsace-Lor- 
raine and reparation for the dam- 
ages in the invaded territories of 
Fra-ce, After examining into the 
justice of the aspirations here re- 
ferred to in the resolution passed in 
the chamber, he added: 

“What we vote in that resolution 
we will again find, I am sure, in the 
note President Wilson is sending to 
Petrograd. We are in accord with 
the elevated and clear conception of 
President Wilson. We has said so 
himself. In the eyes of the United 
States, the restitution of Alsace-Lor- 
raine will be neither conquest nor an- 
nexation; reparation for damages will 
not be indemnities of war, but a sim- 


ple act of justice.” 

The premier, discussing the future 
of the world, said: 

“It is necessary that a league of 
peace be founded on the same spirit 
of democracy that France has had 
the honor of Introducing into the 
world. The nations now in arms will 
constitute the society of nations. This 
is the future of humanity, or one 
might well despair of the future,” 

The senate unanimously adopted 
a resolution adopted by Senator Reg- 
ismanset, president of the radical left, 
In support of the government's attl- 
tude as to France's war aima, 


AOUMANIA READY 
TO RESUME FIGHT 
ARINST ENEMY 


Army is Reorganized and Has 
Material Such as Never 
Before 


Paris, June 7.—Roumanta has re- 
organized her army and is ready to 
resume the fight ,according to a state- 
ment made by Premier Bratiano in 
an interview with the Petrograd cor- 
respondent of the Parisien, 

“The Russian democracy,” says the 
Roumanian premier, “has launched a 
new peace formula ‘neither annexa- 
tions nor indemnities,’ and she wishes 
to impose that formula on her allies. 
Roumania finds the formula accept- 
able as far as she is concerned, he 
did not enter the war to make con- 
quests. Her single intention was and 
is the liberation of Roumanian terri- 
tories enslaved by Hungary, which 
never had the right to dispose of 
themselves, 

“My country is keeping its promises 
under the most difficult circumstances, 
It has been invaded by an enemy su- 
perior in numbers; it has lost its 
capital and more than half its terri- 
tory; it has suffered famine and dis- 
ease, but it has made a great and 
manly effort to reorganize its army 
and it has never given up the strug- 
gle. Today Roumania ts ready to re- 
sume the fight ,its army is perfectly 
trained and it has material such as 
it never had before, 

‘In the erisis we are passing 
through, a moment when the war 
seems to be approaching ite final 
phase, Roumania, who kept her en- 
gagements toward the allies, has the 
right to expect that the allies will re- 
main faithful to the terms of the 
treaty binding them to her,”
